THE KING’S PRIZE 


Twenty-Two Out of Twenty-Six 
Qualify for Second Stage—Mc- 
Innis Among Them 


Risley Camp, July 183—Twenty-two 
of the twenty-six Canadians who shot 
in the first stage of the King’s prize 
scored aggregates of 97 or over, high 
enough to take them into the secénd 
stage, consisting of ten shet# each at 
300 and 600 vards, and to be shot off 
Mriday. The seventy-one competitors 
who scored 97 have to shoot off for 
the 68 bottom places of the three 
hundred who qualify for the second 
stage, so it is possible that a Canadian 
may be dropped from the present 
list But, nevertheless, the Canadian 
team, together with the six unattach- 
ed men, have done wonderfully well, 
heeping up a fine average of shooting 
at each range of the first stage. How 
notable has been their performance 
may be better realized when ft Is re- 
called that lust year ageregates of 
$6 and 96 carried its scofers into the 
second stage. This year both 95 and 
96 are too low to qualify The stand- 
ard of shooting is magnificent. Of the 
many hundreds of men shooting but 
one shot higher than the two leading 
Canadians, this being Captain Camp- 
bell, of the Eighth Argyle Highland- 
ers, who made an aggregate of 104, 
thus winning the N. R. A. bronse 
medal and badge for the top score
